Unfortunately, modern traffic conditions and the 
laws of our land do not make the practice of carrying 
casuals any such simple matter as appears on the 
surface. The motor car driver who carries any pas- 
senger immediately accepts legal responsibility for 
the safety and welfare of such person. This is bad 
enough in the case of relatives or friends, but when 
it is extended to include casual pedestrians who beg a 
‘ride the practice obvicusly opens the way to endless 
vwbuses. 

Today the same type of person who formerly. made a 
practice of “faking” accidents in order to sue public service 
corporations is arranging mishaps to give him the basis of 
action against private motor car owners. 

There is just one certain way to end this trouble 
and that is by a universal refusal to pick up casual 
passengers. Automotive dealers will be serving the 
cause of safety first if they will distribute to their cus-

this driver will not accept responsiblity for carrying 
stray hitch passengers.
